The  mfant  mortality  was  higher  during  the  year  than  for  several 
years  previously,  being,  127.1,  as  compared  with  88.9  in  191.6  and  194 
in  1899.  The  chief  causes  were  Premature  Birth  18  deaths,  Bronchitis 
and  Pneumonia  23,  Diarrhoeal  Diseases  17.  These  cause's  accounted 
for  58  deaths,  or  over  half  the  total  number,  as  compared  with  40 
deaths  from  the  same;  causes  during  1916.

Luring  the  year  786  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  notified  to 
me  by  medical  practitioners  under  the  provisions  of  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Notification  Act.  This  shows  a decrease  of  336  cases  com- 
pared with  1916.

SMALL  POX. 

No  case  of  Small  Pox  occurred  in  the  district  during  1917,  non' 
was  it  necessary  toi  keep  any  contacts  under  observation. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

% 

Death-rate,  .27  per  1,000  living. 

Sixty  cases  of  Diphtheria,  were  notified  during  the  year,  compared! 
,vith  one  hundred  and  eighteen,  for  1916.  The  decrease  in  the  number 
of  cases  may  be  due  in  part  to  the  fact  that  several  cases  have  been 
discovered  at  the  School  Clinic  and  immediately  isolated,  thus  pre- 
venting the  spread  of  infection. 

There  were  10  deaths  from  this  disease,  giving  a case  mortality  of 
16.6  per  cent.  This  rate  might  be  very  considerably  lowered;  if 
patients  were  seen  by  a medical  man  and  Antitoxin  injected  earlier. 

Forty-two  cases  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  the  remainder 
being  treated  at  their  own  homes. 
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ERYSIPELAS. 

Nineteen,  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified  during  1917,  as 
against  twenty-nine  in  the  previous  year.  No  death  resulted  from  this 
complaint. 


SCARLET  FEVER 

Scarlet  Fever  again  decreased  during  1917,  fifty-four  cases  being 
notified.  The  disease  was  of  a benign  type,  no  death  resulting.  The 
disease  was  evenly  distributed  throughout  the  district. 

During  the  year  25  cases  have  been  treated  at  the  Sanatorium. 


ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Nine  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified  during  the  yeair, 
compared  with  ten  notified  during  1916.  One  death,  resulted  from1 
the  disease.  Six  were  local  cases,  the  remainder  being  seafaring  men. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  shows  an  increase  compared 
with  1916  of  15,  there  being  60  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  noti- 
fied, and  52  cases  of  other  forms.  The  deaths  from.  Phthisis  numbered 
36,  and  from  other  forms  4,  a total  of  40,  being  a dercease  of  4 com- 
pared with  1916. 

The  death-rate  from  Tuberculosis  per  1,000  population  was  1.1, 
and  from'  Phthisis  only  1. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM . 

Nine  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year,  but  it  is 
doubtful  whether  certain  midlives  in  the  district  altogether  realise 
the  necessity  for  carrying  out  the  Regulation  of  the  Central  Mid  wives’ 
Board  with  regard  to  calling  in  Medical  Assistance  for  discharge  from 
the  eyes  occurring  shortly  after  birth. 
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DIARRHCEA. 

Diarrhoea  was  rather  more  prevalent  during  the  year  than  last 
year,  and  there  were  six  deaths  of  children  under  one  year,  compared 

ith  four  in  1916. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Death-rate,  0.16  per  1,000 

'Whooping  Cough  was  more  prevalent  during  1917  than  in  the 
previous  year,  six  deaths  resulting.  This  disease  is  treated  very 
lightly  by  parents,  and  little  effort  is  made  to  prevent  other  children 
of  the  family  being  affected  or  even  to  procure  adequate  treatment  for 
the  sufferers. 


MEASLES. 

V-.-. 

Measles  was  much  less  prevalent  in  1917  than  in  the  previous 
year,  only  25  cases  being  notified  in  the  first  seven  months.  Subse- 
quently there  was  a mild  epidemic  of  the  complaint,  lasting  during  the 
rest  of  the  year.  Altogether  522  cases  were  notified  during  the  year 
and  there  were  four  deaths,  giving  a case  mortality  of  under  1 per  cent. 
Coincidently  with  this  epidemic  there  was  an  explosive  outbreak  of 
Mumps  over  1,000  cases  of  the  latter  disease  having  been  traced. 
These  two  epidemics  necessitated  the  closing  of  all  the  schools  except 
Barry  Island  Mixed  and  Infants’ 

CANCER. 

Death-rate  per  1,000,  1.05. 

Thirty-nine  deaths  resulted  from  this  disease,  as  compared  with 
twenty-one  for  the  previous  year. 

When  application  is  made,  disinfection  of  premises  and  clothing 
is  carried  out  in  any  case  of  death  from  Cancer. 


ACCIDENT  HOSPITAL 


During  the  year  two  hundred  and  seventy  patients  were  admitted 
into  the  Accident  and  Surgical  Hospital,  of  which  eighty-two  were 
accidents  not  necessitating  operation,  seven  were  medical  cases,  and 
the  rest  general  surgical  cases.  Altogether  one  hundred  and  sixty-six 
operations  were  performed,  in  addition  to  ninety-three  operations  for 
enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  on  school  children  in  connection  with 
the  School  Clinic,  Of  the  eighty-two  accidents  admitted  thirty-one 
were  fractures. 

The  average  duration  of  each  patient’s  residence  in  hospital  was 
i4i  days. 

The  following  were  amongst  the  General  Surgical  cases:  — 

Appendicitis  21  rases. 

Hernia  9 cases.  — 

Ruptured  Gastric  Ulcer  1 case. 

Congenital  Dilatation  of  Colon  1 case. 

Intestinal  Obstruction  2 cases. 

Strangulated  Hernia  8 cases. 

Ovariotomy  1 case. 

Other  Abdominal  cases,  5 cases. 

Gall  Stones  1 case. 

Shock  5 cases. 

There  were  nine  cases  involving  amputation,  including  two'  cases 
of  amputation  of  both  legs.  These  two  cases  were  both  caused  on  the 
railway  and  were  admitted  within  twelve  hours  of  each  other.  One;  of 
the  cases  died  of  shock  following  the  injuries  and  the  other  recovered. 

There  were  fifteen  deaths  in  the  hospital  during  the  year,  The 
causes  were  as  follows  : —

Two  hundred  and  fifty  cases  of  minor  accidents  were  seen  in  the 
Casuality  department.  These  were  for  the  most  part  attended,  to  once 
and  referred  to  their  own  doctors,  but  a few  were  seen  and  treated 
until  well. 


NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  specifies  that  every  Medical 
Practitioner,  Midwife,  or  the  head  of  the  family  must  notify  to  the 
•Medical  Officer  of  Health  within  36  hours,  the  birth  of  any  child 
occurring  within  the  district. 


The  Act  was  adopted  in  March,  1908. 

Particulars  are  taken  by  the  Nurse  as  tot  the  occupation  of 
the  parents,  how  many  children  were  born  previously,  how  many  living, 
are  they  healthy,  how  many  died  under  one  year  of  age,  and  causes 
of  death. 


In  the  course  of  the  year  the  Nurse  makes  at  least  four  visits  to 
each  child,  the  first  at  birth,  and  subsequently  at  3,  7,  and  12  months. 


After  each  visit  she  enters  upon  a card1  the  progress  the  baby  is 
making. 
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During  the  year,  I received.  801  notifications,  as  ocmpared  with 
899  in  19^ 

It  was  formerly  the  practice  to>  visit  all  infants  immediately  on  the 
receipt  of  the  notification,  but  since  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the 
first  visit  has  been  deferred  until  after  the  tenth  day  in  cases,  where  a 
doctor  or  a certifiaoted  midwife  is  in  attendance. 

One  hundred  children  died  during  the  year  under  one  year  of  age. 


Though,  there  are  a few  cases  where  information  is  refused  to  the 
Health  Visitors,  and  a certain  number,  usually  among  the  well-to-do 
section  of  the  community  where,  the  doctor  in  attendance  desires  that 
the  Visitor  shall  not  call,  I think  I am  justified  in  saying:  that  the  work 
of  the  Health  Visitors  is  greatly  appreciated.  I am,  informed:  by  them 
that  frequently  they  are;  consulted  by  mothers  about  their  babies,  apart 
from  their  routine  visits.  This  shows-  a,  growing  confidence:  between 
mothers  and  Health  Visitors  which  is  essential  if  the  maximum  good1  is 
to  be:  got  from  this  branch  of  Public  Health  work.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRE. 


The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  was  formally  opened:  on 
July  30th  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  Councillor  C.  B. 
Griffiths,  in  the  absence,  owing  to  illness,  of  the  Chairman  of  the 

Council. 

The  opening  was  followed  by  a,  very  successful  Baby  Show,  which 
was  held  in  Romilly  Park,  there  being  over  two  hundred  and  twenty 
entries. 

The  work  of  the  Centre  is  divided  into  three;  parts  : (a)  Ante 
Natal,  (b)  Natal,  (c)  Post  Natal. 

Ante  Natal. — A clinic  for  expectant  mothers  is  held  each  Monday 
afternoon  at  the  school  clinic.  ( There,  the:  expectant  mother  is  seen, 
advice  given,  and  any  necessary  examination  made,  if  desired. 
Patients  desiring  assistance  of  any  sort  at  their  confinement  make 
application  at  the  clinic,  and  particulars  as  to  means,  previous 
pregnancies,  and  other  matters  are  recorded.  One  of  the  Health 
Visitors  subsequently  calls  on  the  patient  at!  her  home  to  verify  the 
particulars  obtained  and  to  give  any  advice  that  may  appear’  neces- 
sary. 


In  cases  of  necessity,  nourishment,  e.g.,  milk,  meat,  vegetables, 
etc.,  are  provided  for  expectant  mothers  on  the  order  of  the  Medical 
Officer. 

Natal. — This  part  of  the  work  consists  in  providing  midwives, 
accouchment  and  laying-in  outfits  in  cases  of  necessity. 

Either  the  whole  or  a part  of  the  midwife's  fee  is  paid  by  the 
committee  acording  to  circumstances.  Arrangements  have  also'  been 
made  for  the  provision  of  the  services  o<f  a medical  man  when  neces- 
sary, both  at  the  time  of  confinement,  and  subsequently  both  for 
mother  and  child. 

Post  Natal. — This  consists  for  the  most  part  of  a baby  clinic, 
held  at  the  same  time  as  that  for  expectant  mothers.  Mothers  are 
also  seen  at  this  clinic  for  causes  arising  out,  of  their  confinement. 

The  baby  clinic  is  intended  primarily  for  infants  under  twelve 
months  old,  and  to  be  an  extension  of  the  work  done  by  the  Health 
Visitors  under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act.  In  practice,  however, 
it  is  found  impossible  to  altogether  exclude  children  of  over  twelve 
months,  and  in  point  of  fact,  in  ray  opinion  this  work  should  be 
extended  as  soon  as  possible  to  include  the  systematic  supervision  of 
all  children  up  to  school  age. 

The  first  clinic  was  held  on  September  3rd  and  was  held  weekly 
for  the  rest  of  the,  year  except  on  Christmas  Eve.

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It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  report  that  there  was  a decrease 
in  the  birtrs  registered  of  ioi,  the  birth-rate  falling  from,  25.1  to  21.7 
per  i^ooo  of  population. 

The  net  Deaths  increased  by  26,  the  rate  per  1,000  being  .2  more 
than  in  the  previous  year.  The  deaths  from  Constitutional  Diseases 
accounting  for  the  increase. 

The  deaths  from  Zymotic  diseases  has  fallen  from  31  to  28. 

Unfortunately  the  Infantile  Mortality  shows  a considerable 
increase,  being  1.27. 1 per  1,000  births,  compared  with  88.9  in  1916. 
This  increase  is.  almost  entirely  accounted  for  by  deaths  from 
Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis,  the  latter  disease  being  particularly  preva- 
lent during  the  first  quarter. 

The  total  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  show  a very  large 
decrease,  there  having  been  443  fewer  cases  notified  than  in  1916, 
including  298  fewer  cases  of  Measles,  58,  fewer  cases  of  Diphtheria, 
and  90  fewer  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  There  was  a slight  increase  in 
Tuberculosis. 

The  work  of  the  Staff,  both  outdoor  and  indoor,  has  been  carried 
out  to  my  satisfaction.-'

Sir, — < 

I herewith  beg  to  submit  to  you  a summary  of  the  work  carried 
out  in  my  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1917. 

The  Housing  question  which  I reported  upon  last:  year  is  still 
the  same  Oyercrowding  exists  in  certain  parts  of  the  town,  more 
especially  in  Cadoxton,  Dock,  and  Court  Wards. 

NUISANCES. 

The  number  of  nuisances  and  defects  which  were  discovered  were 
chiefly  choked  and  defective  drains,  broken  paving  and  floors,  defec- 
tive roofs  to  Houses,  and  foul  accumulations. 

Notices  were  served  in  the  majoiity  of  cases,  specifying  the  work 
to  be  carried  out,  and  little  difficulty  was  experienced  in  getting  the 
necessary  work  done.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  institute  any  legal 
proceedings  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances. 

1,320  houses  were  inspected,  and  of  this  number  420  were  found 
to  require  attention.  Altogether,  various  nuisances  and  defects 
amounting  to  835  were  discovered  and  remedied. 

SHOT  HOURS  ACT. 

The  Shops  and  other  premises  were  frequently  visited,  and  with 
few  exceptions  the  various  Clauses  of  the  above  Act  were  complied 
with. 
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Early  Closing  Orders  are  in  operation  in  connetcion  with  the 
following  trades: — Butchers,  Pork  Butchers,  Chemists,  Drapers  and) 
Milliners,  and  Hairdressers. 

The  majority  of  shops  close  on  Wednesdays,  but  a .proportion 
close  on  each  day  of  the  week. 

At  the  latter  end  of  1916,  an  Order  was  put  into  operation  necessi- 
tating the  closing  of  practically  all  shops  at  8 p.m.  on  the  first  five 
days  of  the  week,  and  9 p.m.  on  Saturday. 

Twenty  persons  were  warned  during  the  year  for  infringements  of 
the  Act. 

There  are  61 1 shops  in  the  urban  district,  and  the  following  table 
indicates  the  day  chosen  for  the  weekly  half  holiday  on  the  various 
days.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  visits  made  to  the>  various  cases  during  the  year  show  a 
decrease  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  decrease  being  most: 
notable  in  Diphtheria,  Measles,  and  Scarlet  Fever.  Very  little  diffi- 
culty is  now  experienced  in  persuading  the  Parents  to  have  their  chil- 
dren removed  to  the  Sanatorium,.  The  number  of  cases  removed  to 
the  Hospital  was  72. 

DISINFECTION. 

540  Houses  were  disinfected  after  the  various  Diseases,  and  4,201 
articles  of  bedding  and  clothing  were  disinfected  at  the  Steam  Dis- 
infector. 


DRAIN  TESTING. 


Owing  to  thei  depletion 'of  the  Staff  and  the  transference  to 
another  Department,  of  one  of  my  officers,  very  little  Drain  Testing 
could  be  done. 

When  complaints  are  made  respecting  any  drain,  steps  are 
immediately  taken  to  have  the  same  tested.  Altogether  62  drains  were 
tested  and  when  found  defective,  the  necessary  alterations  and  repairs 
carried  out. 


FOOD  INSPECTION. 

448  lbs.  of  Bacon  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption, 
and  were  voluntarily  surrendered  and  destroyed  ; also;  three  tons  of 
Carrots  which  had  come  by  rail  were  found  unfit  for  human  food  and' 
were  likewise  dealt  with.

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DAIRY  COWS  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 


Sir, — 

During  the  year  I made  175  visits  to  Cowsheds  and  examined 
1,682  Cows.  I found  55  cows  suffering  from  Mammitis-;  in  all  cases 
temporary  or  total  prohibition  of  the  use  of  the  milk,  for  human  con- 
sumption was  ordered.  Two  cows  were  found  suffering  from  Tuber- 
uclosis  of  the  udder ; these  cows  were  slaughtered  and  eventually  con- 
demned as  they  were  also  found  affected  with  generalised  Tuberculosis.

MEAT  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT. 

To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


Sir, — 

During  the  year  I have  condemned  and  caused  to  be  destroyed:  at 

the  Abattoir  and  Shops  10,424  lbs.  of  meat  unfit  for'  human  consump- 

« 

tion,  an  increase  of  358  lbs  over  that  tof  1916,  the  major  portion  being 
condemned  owing  to  its  being  affected  with  Tuberculosis,  viz.  : 6,938 
lbs.  This  increase  is  due  to  the  fact  that  a larger  number  of  Cows  are, 
being  slaughtered.  Tubercular  disease  was  found  in  Cows  to  the 
extent  of  12  per  cent-.,  bulls  2 per  cent.,  steers  and  heifers  1.5  per 
cent.,  and  pigs  5 per  cent. 

T have  suggested  to  the  Health  Committee  that  the  Council  should 
erect  a Steam  Digester  for  the  treatment  of  condemned  meat  and 
organs  thus  rendering  it  fit  for  poultrv  and  pig  food.  Thei  Council 
have  agreed  to  spend  gjioo,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  erection,  will 
take  place  as  soon  as  possible,  and  as  the  Barry  Abattoirs  are  toi  be 
used  as  a slaughtering  and  distributing  centre  it  is  only  reasonable  to 
expect  that  a larger  quantity  of  meat  will  be  condemned.

GENTLEMEN,— 

1 have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
Year  1917. 

The  Barry  Port  Sanitary  Authority  was  constituted  in  the  year 
1893. 

The  Regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Board  prescribe  with 
regard  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health : 


“ the  end  of  December  in  each  year,  comprising  tabular 
“ statements  (as  far  as  he  shall  have  been  able  to  obtain  thei 
necessary  information)  of  the  sickness  and  mortality  of 
“ persons  on  shipboard  within  the  district,  classified  accord - 
“ ing  to  diseases,  ages  and  vessels,  and  a summary  of  the 
“ action  taken  during  the  year  for  preventing  the  spread  of 
“ disease.  The  report  shall  also  contain  an  account  of  the 
“ proceedings  in  which  he  has  taken  part,  or  advised  under 
“ the  Public  Health  Act  1875,  so  far  as  such  proceedings 
“ relate  to  conditions  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health,  and! 
“ also*  an  account  of  the  supervision  exercised  by  him,  or  on 
“ his  advice,  for  sanitary  purposes,  over  places  and  vessels 
that  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  has  power  to  regulate, 
“ with  nature  and  results  of  any  proceedings  which  may  have 
“ be  so  required  and  in  respect  of  the  same  during  -the

That  he:  shall  prepare  an  annual  report  to  be  made  to 
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The  Report  shall  also  include  an  account  of  the  proceedings 
taken  or  advised  under  the  Acts,  Orders  and  Regulations  relating  to 
the  examination  of  foods  witlrn  the  Port. 

This  report  is,  therefore,  made  in  accordance  with  the  above 
regulations. 


CHOLERA  REGULATIONS. 

No  vessel  infected  with  Cholera  has  entered  the  port  during;  the 
year,  and  no  case  of  Cholera  has  occurred  on  board  any  vessel  after 

arrival. 


PLAGUE  REGULATIONS. 

The  Regulations  of  the  Local  Government  Board  have  been 
observed.  No  case  of  Plaugue  was  reported  within  the  port  sanitary 
district  of  Barry  or  upon  any  ship  in  the  port  during  1917. 


DESTRUCTION  OF  RATS. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  rat  destruction  upon 
vessels  and  in  warehouses  around  the  docks. 

The  concrete  floors  of  the  transit  sheds  alongside  No.  2 Dock, 
prevent  rats  burrowing,  consequently  their  numbers  are  more  easily 
kept  down.  The  proprietors  of  the  flour  mills  use  destructive  measures 
with  great  success  to  ensure  the'r  premises  being  kept  as  Free  from 
rats  as  possible.  Ships  arriving  directly  or  indirectly  from  infected  or 
suspected  ports  receive  special  attention,  so  as  to  direct  the  destruction 
of  all  rats  on  board. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  Dr.  Hugh  Macewen,  Medical 
Inspector  Local  Government  Board,  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority 
obtained  a supply  of  rat  guards  for  use  on  the  hausers  and  mooring 
ropes  of  vessels  from  infected  ports. 

The  Sanitary  Authority  also  possess  rat  traps  of  various  kinds  for 
use  upon  ships,  and  in  warehouses  for  trapping  rats. 
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Owing  to  a great  decrease  of  stored  pit  props  on  the  dock  side 
there  is  not  much  harbourage  for  rats,  and  there  appear  to  be  com- 
paratively few  on  the  premises. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Cardiff  Port  Sanitary 
Authority  for  hospital  accommodation  on  the  Flat  Holm  Island  for 
isolating  persons  suffering  from  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  or  Plague  on 
board  ships.  The  expenses  of  the  buildings  and  upkeep  of  the  hospital 
are  jointly  borne  with  Cardiff.  The  provision  made  is  for  16  beds, 
in  addition  to  the  apartments  and  offices  for  attendants.  The  island 
is  40  acres  in  extent,  and  about  4 miles  distant  from  the  mainland,  and1 
is  situate  near  the  mooring  station  appointed  for  infected  vessels 
bound  for  Barry  Docks. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Special  attention  was  given  to  vessels  on  which  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  was  notified  during  the  year. 

DIPHTHERIA. — On  January  19,  the  s.s.  “ Selje  ” arrived  at 
Barry  from  Boulogne,  and  a fireman  found  to  be  ill  on  board.  Upon 
medical  examination  he  was  notified  R>  be  suffering  from  Diphtheria. 
He  was  removed  to  hospital  and  all  infected  clothing,  bedding,  etc., 
disinfected  by  steam.  The:  crew’s  living  places  were  fumigated  and] 
cleansed.  No  other  case  of  sickness  occurred  on  board  while  the 
vessel  remained  in  port. 

DIPHTHERIA. — The  s.s.  “ Snetinden  ” arrived  at  Barry  from 
Nantes  on  January  23,  and  a man  was. reported  to  be  sick.  He  was 
medically  examined  and  notified  to  be  suffering  from  Diphtheria.  On 
January  24  another  member  of  the  crew  was  found  to  be  ill  with  the 
same  disease.  Both  men  were  removed  to  hospital,  and  their  clothing 
and  bedding  taken  to  the  steam,  disinfector.  The  crew’s  quarters 
were  fumigated  and  cleansed.  The  remainder  of  the  crew  were  found 
to  be  in  good  health.

TY'PHOTD. — The  s.s.  “ Rossetti  ” arrived  from  Avonmouth  on

February  19.  A message  was  received  from  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Bristol  staling  than  a case  of  Typhoid  was  removed  to  hospital  from 
the  vessel  immediately  before  leaving  for  Barry.  Under  these  cireum- 
? tames  the  disinfection  of  the  ship  was  carried  out  in  this  port.  No 
other  case  of  sickness  was  found  on  board. 

DIPHTHERIA. — On  March  13,  the  s.s.  “ Kurmark  ” arrived 
from  Glasgow.  Upon  visiting  the  vessel  a member  of  the  crew  was 
found  to  be  unwell.  He  was  medically  examined  and  reported  to  be 
suffering  from  Diphtheria.  He  was  removed  to  hospital  and  his  room 
and  clothing  were  disinfected.  All  other  persons  on  board  were 
reported  to  be  well. 


SCARLET  FEVER.— The  sailing  ship  “ Clackmanshire  ” was 
re ported  in  Barrv  Roads  with  a member  of  the  crew  ill  on  board. 
Upon  boarding  the  vessel  in  Barry  Reads  a case  of  Scarlet.  Fever  Was 
notified.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the  patient  to  be  received  into 
the  Uardiff  Hospital.  All  necessary  disinfection  was  carried  out  by 
the  Port  Sanitary  Officers  and  the  vessel  proceeded  to  sea. 

SCARLET  FEVER.— The  s.s.  “ Polescar  ” arrived  at  Barry  on 
May  14.  The  master  reported  that  immediately  prior  to  leaving 
Havre,  an  apprentice  was  removed  to  hospital  and  was  reported  to  be 
suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever.  The  patient’s  room,  bedding,  anti  other 
effects  were  disinfected  at  this  port.  No  other  case  of  sickness 
occurred  on  the  vessel. 

MEASLES. — On  May  27  the  s.s.  “ Hazelwood  ” arrived  from 
Barrow.  On  May  29  three  children,  aged  one  and  a half,  three,  and 
five  years  respectively,  were  found  on  board  with  symptoms  of  measles. 
They  were  medically  attended  and  notified  to  be  suffering  from, 
Measles  and  removed  to  hospital.  The  berths  used  by  the  patients  and' 
all  infected  clothing  and  bedding  were  disinfected. 
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BERI  BERI. — The  s.s.  “ Sutlej  ” arrived  at  Barry  on  May  24 
from  Glasgow.  The  vessel  had  previously  sailed  from  Cuba.  The 
captain  reported  that  six  Lascar  firemen  were  ill  on  board.  They  were 
medically  attended  and  reported  to  be  suffering  with  Beri  Beri.  On 
May  28  one  man  died  ; the  remaining  five  recovered.  The  vessel  was 
visited  daily  while  in  port.  The  crew’s  living  spaces  were  thoroughly 
cleansed  and  fumigated. 

SMALL  POX. — The  s.s.  “ Gilestone  ” was  visited  daily  while  in 
port  and  the  crew  kept  under  observation  owing  to  a message  from 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Portsmouth  notifying  that  a case  of  Small  Pox 
had  been  removed  from  the  vessel  while  the  vessel  was  at  that  port. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. — On  August  14  the  Swedish  s.s.  “ Bo  ” 
arrived  for  Bordeaux  with  one  of  the  crew  ill  on  board.  He  was  medi- 
cally examined  and  notified  to  be  suffering  with  Typhoid.  He  was 
removed  to  hospital  and  the  infected1  bedding  and  clothing  disinfected 
with  steam.  The  vessel  was  fumigated  and  the  drinking  water  tanks 
emptied  and  cleansed  and  a fresh  supply  of  drinking  water  provided. 
No  other  case  of  sickness  occurred  on  board  while  the  vessel  remained' 
at  this  port. 


TYPHOID  FEVER,— The  s.s.  « Headcliffe  ” arrived  from 
London  on  September  14  and  reported  that  three  members  of  the 
crew  had  been  removed  to  hospital  suffering  with  Typhoid.  After 
arrival  at  Barry  another  seaman  was  notified  to  be  infected  with 
Typhoid.  He  was  removed  to  hospital  and  his  clothing  and  room 
disinfected.  The  drinking;  water  tanks  were  emptied  and  cleansed, 
and  fresh  drinking  water  taken  on  board. 


DIPHTHERIA. — On  December  31  a case  of  Diphtheria  was 
notified  by  the  ship’s  surgeon  on  the  American  s.s.  “ Bath.”  The 
patient  was  removed  to  hospital  and  all  infected  articles  of  bedding 
and  clothing  disinfected,  and  the  crew’s  living  quarters  were  fumi- 
gated. No  other  sickness  occurred  on  the  vessel  while1  at  this  port. 
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INSPECTION  OF  SHIPPING. 


Vessels  are  inspected  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  and  other  statutes.  Section  no  of  the  Act  of  1875  states 
that  a ship  when  within  he  district  of  a Local  Authority,  shall  be 
dealt  with  as  a house  within  the  district. 

The  duties  of  Port  Sanitary  Officers,  when  inspecting  ships,  in- 
clude attention  to*  cleanliness,  lighting,  ventilation,  and  the  provision 
of  stoves  or  other  suitable  means  of  warming  the  crew’s  living  spaces ; 
also  the  prevention  of  dampness  and  offensive  effluvia  in  same. 

Water  closets,  chain  lockers,  limbers,  bilges,  holds,  and  fore  and 
aft  peak"  often  require  attention.  Drinking-water  tanks*  and  store 
rooms  for  provisions  are  also  inspected,  and  orders  given  for  cleansing 
same,  when  necesary.  ' 

The  tabulated  particulars  given  in  this  report  indicate  the  large 
amount  of  work  devolving  upon  the  port  sanitary  officers. 

The  duties  of  inspection  for  the  year  1917  have  been  carried  out; 
under  unusual  difficulties,  owing  to  two  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Inspectors 
being  away  on  military  duties  in  H.  M.  Army. 

Inspector  J.  H.  Lewis  is  attached  to  the  Royal  Engineers,  and 
Inspector  J.  T.  Evans  to*  a sanitary  company  in  connection  with  the 

R.A.M.C. 

Previous  to  the  enlistment  in  H.  M.  Army  of  the  two*  Inspectors 
named,  an  officer  was  always  on*  duty  at  the  pier  head  boarding  vessels 
upon  arrival.  Now  it  is  only  possible  to  do  day  duty,  and  visit  ships 
which  have  entered  during  the  night,  on  the  following  day. 

' Many  extra  hours  of  duty  have  been  necessary  in  order  to  carry 
out  the  inspection  of  vessels  and  perform  other  duties  which  have 

claimed  attention. 


Special  visits  have,  been  made  to  vessels  arriv'ng  from  home  ports, 
upon  communications  being  received  from  Sanitary  Officers  of  the 
various  ports  complaining  of  defects  on  board  for  which  they  have 
served  notices. 

The  necessary  cleansing  and  repairs  have  frequently  been  done  at 
Barry,  and  notices  complied  with  before  the  vessels  proceeded  to  sea. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  a record  is  kept  of  all  vessels  inspected,  and  the  result  of  sudi 
inspection.  All  defects  found  are  recorded.  The  attention  of  the 
Master  or  Officer  in  Charge  of  any  vessel  is  at  once  drawn  to  the 
nature  of  the  defects  discovered,  and  to  the  work  required  to  be  done. 

The  notices  served  for  abatement  of  nuisances  during  the  year 
under  review  received  due  attention,  and  all  notices  were  complied1 
with  at  the  time  of  making  this  report. 

The  number  of  vessels  inspected  was  3,453,  compared  with  3,934 
for  1916,  a decrease  of  481  for  the  past  year. 

Three  hundred'  and  eighty-six  vessels  were  found  with  living 
spaces  or  sanitary  conveniences  in  a more  or  less  dirty  or  defective 
condition,  ais  compared  with  462  for  1916.  The  percen^ge  of  dirty 
and  defective  vessels  being  11.2,  compared  with  10.7  in  1916. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty  written  notices  were  served,  and  156 
verbal  orders  were  given  to  owners  or  officers  in  charge  to  remedy 
insanitary  conditions. 

All  orders  issued  were  complied  with,  and  no  Statutory  notices 
were  served. 


The  number  of  seamen  entering  the  port  during  1917  was  79,858, 
as  compared  with  89,186  for  1916.  — 
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WATER  ANALYSIS. 


During  the  year  37  samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  from  the 
water  tanks  of  vessels  in  dock.  These  were  submitted:  for  analysis  at 
tire  County  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cardiff.  Twenty-two  samples 
were  found  to  be  of  good  quality  and  15  samples  reported  as  unsatis- 
factory. In  each  ease  where  the  water  was  found  contaminated,  or 
of  doubtful  purity,  the  water  tanks  were  emptied  and  cleansed  before 
taking  fresh  drinking  water  on.  board.

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  INSPECTION. 

The  Port  Sanitary  Officers  have  made  frequent  inspections  of  all 
sanitary  conveniences  on  the  dock  side,  and  those  provided  for  work- 
men at  the  various  factories  and  workshops  around  the  docks. 
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Nuisances  discovered  have  been  reported  upon,  and  the  persons 
responsible  for  same  were  requested  to  remedy  all  defects  and  want  of 
cleanliness,  where,  necessary.  The  sanitary  condition  of  premises 
around  the  docks  are  in  a fairly  satisfactory  condition. 

QUAYSIDE  NUISANCES. 

Nuisances  are  often  caused  by  filth  discharged  from  ships  on  the 
dock  walls.  During  the  year  54  orders  were  issued  to  officers  in  charge 
of  vessels  to  remove  nuisances  of  this  nature,  and  22  orders  were  given 
for  removal  of  offensive  refuse  on  the  dock  side.  All  orders  issued  for 
these1  matters  have  received  prompt  attention. 

DISINFECTION  OF  SHIPS,  ETC. 

Sixteen  vessels  and  820  articles  of  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  were 
disinfected  on  account  of  Infectious  Disease  and  other  causes.  When 
inspecting  vessels,  orders  are  often  given  to  destroy  dirty  and  vermin- 
ous beds  in  the  ships’  furnaces.  During  the  year  328  beds  were  dis- 
posed of  in  this  way.  Offensive  refuse  on  vessels  has  also  been 
destroyed  in  the  same  manner  on  58  vessels.

FOREIGN  ANIMALS  ORDER,  1910,  1912. 

In  all  instances  where  animals  have  been  found  on  board  vessels 
the  regulations  issued  under  the  Foreign  Animals  Order  have  been 
enforced  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  Public  Health  (Unsound  Food)  Regulations  and  the  Foreign 
Meat  Regulations  have  been  carried  out,  so  far  as  their  provisions 
relate  to  the  inspection  of  food  arriving  by  ship  from  home:  and  foreign 
parts. 

Considerable  quantities  of  frozen  and  chilled  meat  have  arrived 
by  rail  for  storage  and  distribution,  and  meat  kept  in  cold  storage 
has  been  inspected. 
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Several  part  cargoes  of  meat  were  imported  from  foreign  ports 
during  the  year. 

A complete  record  of  al  imported  foodstuffs  is  kept,  and  the 
result  of  inspections  made  of  meat  and  other  food  to  which  the  regula- 
tions apply. 

The  following  particulars  refer  to  meat  and  other  foodstuffs  found 
to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  during  1917  : — 

On  February  22  inspection  was  made  of  foodstuffs  on  board  a 
steamship,  and  66  lbs.  of  corned  beef,  n barrels  of  flour,  3,  casks  of 
biscuits,  and  a large  quantity  of  preserved  vegetables  were  found  in  an 
unsound  condition.  These  damaged  foodstuffs  were  used  as  feeding- 
stuff  for  pigs. 

On  March  7 225  lbs.  of  ox  livers  were  found  at  the  cold  stores  in 
a state  of  decomposition  and  unft  for  human  food.  These  were  well 
boiled  and  afterwards  used  as  pigs’  food. 

On  April  16  a part  cargo  of  tinned  meat  was  examined  and  106 
tins  of  corned  beef  found  in  a damaged  condition  and  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  This  meat  was  allowed  to  be  used  for  pigs’  food  after 
being  well  boiled. 


A large  consignment  of  tinned  meat  was  inspected  at;  the  Transit 
Sheds  on  October  22,  and  104  tins  of  corned  beef  was  found  in  a 
damaged  and  unsound  condition.  This  meat  was  allowed  to^  be  used 
ns  feeding-stuff  for  pigs. 

All  grain  imported  during  the  year  was  discharged  in  good  condi- 
tion. 

The  I/>enl  Government  Board  approved  the  appointment  of  the 
Chief  Port  Sanitary  Officer  (Inspector  C.  Hockley)  to*  act  under  the 
Foreign  Meat  and  Unsound  Food  Regulations.  Three  of  the  Inspec- 
tors of  the  Port  Sanitary  Staff  possess  the  Meat  and  Food  Certificates 
of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute. 
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SEAMEN’S  LODGING  HOUSES. 


There  are  136  licensed  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses  in  the  district. 
These  houses  have  been  frequently  inspected  by  night  and  day  during 
the  year.  The  premises  are  kept  clean  and  the  Bye-laws  of  the  Barry 
Urban  District  Council  in  relation  to  the  cohHuct  of  Seamen’s  Lodging 
Houses  have  been  enforced. 


SHIPPING  RETURNS. 

The  total  imports  and  exports  for  Barry  Docks,  for  the  year  1917 
were  8,933,467  tons,  as  compared  with  10,489,  734  tons  for  191.6, 
showing  a decrease  of  1,556,267  tons  for  1917. 

During  the  year  1917  3,713  vessels  with  a net  registered  tonnage 
of  4,337,764  tons  entered  the  docks,  compared  with  3,990  vessels  of 
5,231,551  tons  in  1916,  a decrease  of  277  vessels  and  893,787  net 
registered  tonnage  for  the  past  year. 

» 

PORT  SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

In  reporting  upon  the  administration  duties  performed  during  the 
year  under  the  powers  possessed  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority,  I have 
pleasure  in  stating  that  the  various  Public  Health  Acts,  Orders,  Bve- 
la, ws,  and  Regulations  have  been  carried  out  agreeably  to  all  con- 
cerned. 

T appreciate  the  courtesy  and  co-operation  of  H.  M.  Officers  of 
Customs,  of  the  Water  Guard  Staff,  the  Officers  of  the  Boatrd  of 
Trade  connected  with  shipping,  also  the  dock  officials  of  the  Barry 
Railway  Company,  who;,  on  all  occasions,  willingly  offered  any  neoes- 
sarv  assistance  to  the  Port  Sanitary  Officers.
